ORDINANCE NO.

ORDINANCE RELATING TO THE ELDER AFFAIRS
ADVISORY BOARD; AMENDING SECTION 2-2349 OF THE
CODE OF MIAMI-DADE COUNTY, FLORIDA; REVISING
THE MINIMUM AGE FOR A PERSON TO BE ELIGIBLE TO
SERVE ON THE ELDER AFFAIRS ADVISORY BOARD;
PROVIDING SEVERABILITY, INCLUSION IN THE CODE,
AND AN EFFECTIVE DATE
WHEREAS, Miami-Dade County has the largest population in Florida of individuals
who are 60 years old or older; and
WHEREAS, identifying the needs of and providing funding for Senior Services at a
local level is beneficial, as local governments are Well-suited to tailor services and programs to
meet the needs of their distinct senior population; and
WHEREAS, seniors with the most need arc those from historically underserved and
disadvantaged groups, according to a 2013 report entitled Assessing the Needs of Elder
Floridians by the Florida Department of Elder Affairs; and
WHEREAS, this Board has a longstanding interest in and concern for the elderly
population in Miami-Dade County, as demonstrated by its funding of services, programming and
facilities for elderly persons; and
WHEREAS, among other things, the Elder Affairs Advisory Board is charged with

serving as a liaison between the elderly population, this Board and the Mayor on matters that

affect seniors in our community; and
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WHEREAS, this Board welcomes the advice of seniors with varied life experiences to
inform future Board initiatives that could impact Miami-Dade County’s elderly population; and

WHEREAS, this Board now desires to reduce the minimum age for a person to be
cligible to serve on the Elder Affairs Advisory Board from 65 to 62 years of age,

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF

MIAMI-DADE COUNTY, FLORIDA:

Section 1. Section 2-2349 of the Code of Miami-Dade County, Florida, is hereby

amended to read as follows:!
Sec. 2-2349. Creation and Composition.

The Miami-Dade County Elder Affairs Advisory Board (board) is
hereby created and shall be comprised of a total of 15 members, as
follows: (1) each County Commissioner shall appoint one
member; (2) the Mayor shall appoint one member; and (3) the
Miami-Dade Chapter of the American Association of Retired
Persons shall appoint one member. The members shall be
permanent residents and electors of the County in accordance with
section 2-11.38, as may be amended, shall have knowledge of and
interest in the County’s elderly population and shall be at least
[[65]] >>62<< years of age. Board members shall serve four-year
terms, and no member may serve more than eight consecutive
years in accordance with section 2-11.38.2, as may be amended.

Section 2. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or provision of this ordinance

is held invalid, the remainder of this ordinance shall not be affected by such invalidity.

I Words stricken through and/or [[double bracketed]] shall be deleted. Words underscored

and/or >>double arrowed<< constitute the amendment proposed. Remaining provisions are now
in effect and remain unchanged.
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Section 3. It is the intention of the Board of County Commissioners, and it is hereby
ordained that the provisions of this ordinance, including any sunset provision, shall become and
be made a part of the Code of Miami-Dade County, Florida. The sections of this ordinance may
be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such intention, and the word “ordinance” may be
changed to “section,” “article,” or other appropriate word.

Section 4. This ordinance shall become effective ten (10) days after the date of

enactment unless vetoed by the Mayor, and if vetoed, shall become effective only upon an

override by this Board.
